THE SANTIAGO CABLE SEVERED 


Pla^a Del Este, 
July 
13.—General 


Torallhas sent out a reply to General 
Shatter's second demand for the un- 
conditional "'surrender 
of 
Santiago, 


made by the latter Monday afternoon. 
In hiS reply General Toral referred to 
his refusal to accede to the American 
demand made on Sunday, and again 
reiterated his determination to resist. 


Notwithstanding this, the American 


batteries did not open fire yesterday, 
and the renewal of the bombardment 
will probably be postponed until today, 
when it is horied that General Ran- 
dolph's batteries will be in position.

Christian Temperance union in all 
parts of the country urging the eloping 
of canteens, the letters showing that 
most exaggerated statements arc afloat 
in regard to the condition of resiinental 
stores. 
The general, finding it impos- 


sible to reply'to these letters and deem- 
ing it of general importance and due 
to the friends of the soldiers here, has 
made tha following statement: 


"No intoxicants are sold in the can- 


teen. 
Beer is only on sale in limited 


quantities, no" one being able to ob- 
tain an excess. No soldier is required 
to serve as salesman or in any other 
capacity in these stores. The articles 
sold mainiy are cigars, tobacco and 
light forms of food. The store is a regi- 
mental affair, managed by "the regi- 
ment, arid all profits go to the use of 
the company. 
These canteens are by 


army regulations a part of^fc? array, 
and- General Brooke has no A'athority 
to close them. He has^ however, or- 
dered close supervision of all of them. 
Careful observation of the camp since 
its establishment has shown that there

•with the canteens, and very little from 
any quarter except as the moonshiners 
have made secret sales of whisky."

Madrid, July 13.—The possibility of 


peace with the United States is being 
•widely discussed in the 
newspapers 


and public. The conservative papers 
declare Spain is prepared 
to accept 


peace provided it implies only the loss 
of Cuba. But they assert Spain would 
prefer a war to the end if the United 
States should claim Porto Rico, the 
Philippine Islands, or an immense in- 
demnity, which would be impossible for 
Spain to pay. 


It is rumored that the ministers have 


handed their resignations to Senor Sa- 
gasta, who has accepted them, and 
who, with the queen regent's sanction, 
will form a new cabinet, with Senors 
Gamazo, Navarre, Rodrigo, Almodo- 
var de Rio, Montero, Rias and General 
Chinchilla, Marshal Martinez de Cam- 
pos being made captain general of 
Madrid. 


The Correspondencia asserts that 


General Correa, the minister for war, 
does not disagree with the other cab- 
inet ministers so seriously as is gen- 
ally supposed, and in view of ths 
gravity Of the Cuban situation, it is 
possible he will no longer oppose peace, 
provided the conditions are not too 
onerous. 


The government Issued today a loan 


of 500,000,000 pesetas in treasury bonds 
at 5 per cent, of -which amount the 
Bank of Spain takes 300,000,000. 


London, July 13.—The Madrid corre- 


spondent of The Daily 
Mafl says: 


"Senor Sagasta, on being asked if a 
decision had been taken regarding 
peace, replied: 'No; but what remedy 
can there be but to make peace?' The 
ministerialists assert that the regular 
army in Cuba does not object to a con- 
clusion of peace, but that the 200,000 
volunteers are determined to continue 
the war." 


The Madrid correspondent of The 


Daily News says: "Orders have been 
received by the Seville garrison to hold 
itself in readiness to proceed to the 
defense of the coasts. It is believed 
the garrison's destination is a camp 
near Gibraltar. 
The order is much

THB SANTIAGO CABLE SEVERED 


Playa, Del Este, 
July 
13.—General 
Toral'has sent* out a reply to General 
Shafter's second demand for the un­ 
conditional T Surrender 
of 
Santiago, 
made by the latter Monday afternoon. 
In hiô reply General Toral referred to 
his refusal to accede to the American 
demand made on Sunday, and again 
reiterated his determination to resist. 


Notwithstanding this, the American 
batteries did not open fire yesterday, 
and the renewal of the bombardment 
will probably be postponed until today, 
when it is hoped that General Ran­ 
dolph's batteries will be in position. 
The siege guns landed Monday will also 
be brought up as soon as possible. . 


Torrents of rain fell Monday night, 
drowning out the boys in the trenches 
and making the road almost impas­ 
sable. 
This may delay the batteries 
and siege guns. 
The volunteers, who 
are being hurried to the front, are be­ 
ing located along the right center in 
the positions which they have occupied 
by General Lawrton's division, while 
the latter has moved forward, extend­ 
ing our right until it almost touches 
the road to Caimenes, over which Gen­ 
eral Toral would have to retreat if he 
should now be foolhardy enough to 
malce the attempt.

Then he cut off 1G0 
feet of the strand and towed the end 
in opposite directions, each for a couple 
of miles.

These canteens are by

to close them.

will form a new cabinet, with Senors 
Gamazo, Navarre, Rodrigo, Almodo­ 
var de Rio, Montero, Rias and General 
Chinchilla, Marshal Martinez de Cam­ 
pos being made captain general of 
Madrid.

When 31. D. was tackeJ to my name, 


I bowed at two shrines, my profession 
and—my Angelina. Her name was 
not Angelina, but my wife being a 
modest little lady, desires she shall 
not be dragged before an inquisitive 
public.

The following dreadful picture of 


India was given by Miss Heleu New- 
comb at the Women's Baptist Foreign 
Missionary convention in Syracuse the 
other day : 


When I went through Bombay over 


half the population hud locked their 
doors and fled, arid the desolation alone 
of the streets was terrible. The plague 
which raged in India is supposed to 
be that which attacked the Philistines 
of old, and shows inaiiy symptoms of 
that dread disease. The natives have 
a dread of1 th« foreign hospitals, and 
believe that they are carried to them 
in order that their livers may be ex- 
tracted, to be used in some foreign 
medicine. 


I was told not long ago by a woman 


that she was sure the terrible pictures 
which had appeared of the Indian 
famine were not true to life. 
Suffer- 


iQg. by famine cannot be exaggerated. 
The horrible picture of skeletons of 
children lying along the roadside, de- 
serted by parents who crawled on per- 
haps only a few yards before they, too, 
were overtaken by death — this even 
the camera cannot do justice. 


You wonder why India, with its fer- 


tile soil and under British rule, should 
come to this condition. In the first 
place the people work one day and 
rest three. 
They do not prepare for 


the future. In the second place, we 
must remember that the crops are en- 
tirely dependent upon the rainfall. 
Should the rain' fall once it places 
them in bad condition. Should it fall 
a third time famine is inevitable. The 
government relief work reaches some, 
but cannot reach all. The native mer- 
chants, too, are a set of rascals. 
If 


a scarcity of food is hinted at they 
go out to the fields and buy at mod- 
erate prices from the unsuspecting 
farmers what they later refuse to sell 
except for fabiilous prices. 
The mis- 


sionaries themselves often buy what 
they can at such times to sell at low 
prices or give away later, as the case 
may demand. 


After six years spent in India, in 


which time I have made a study par- 
ticularly of the women, I camnot "bring 
to you the brightness I would desire. 
The idol worship and the hundreds 
of dancing girls plunged into degra- 
dation from which there is no escape 
form a sorrowful picture. 
If the 


young women of this country are 
thankful for nothing else, they may 
be thankful that they are born in a 
Christian land, where they can enjoy 
a happy girlhood. The girls there are 
generally married at ten, almost never 
later than twelve years of age. One 
of the most pitiable sights is the child 
widow, who is supposed to have com- 
mitted some great sin in a previous 
state of existence, which she must 
suffer for heteafte'r. 
The more she 


suffers here the less there is to come, 
so that the hard labor, insults and 
degradation she endures are almost 
unlimited. 
There is no possible es- 


cape for her to anything happier or 
better. The pariahs are another set 
of unfortunate women, who labor from 
early morning until late at night to 
provide for the family and buy their 
husbands opium.— New York Tribune.

I

him. 
Escape by the window was im­ 
possible. 
Every lolan that suggested 
itself had insurmountable objections 
to it. 
I had almost given up schem­ 
ing in despair, and concluded to adopt 
some hopelessly desperate measure, 
when I thought of the contents of a 
bottle I had in my pocket. 


In searching me, the ruffians had 
not disturbed it, thinking it of no im­ 
portance. It contained chloroform. I 
also had a sponge in my pocket. 
In a 
moment I resolved what to do. Draw­ 
ing the bottle from my pocket, I 
soaked the sponge thoroughly with its 
contents.

In a moment he had me by the 
throat.

IN DARKESTJNDIA 


Mis* Newcomb P ictures tho Suffering of 


th e Natives. 


The following dreadful picture of 
India was given by Miss Helen New­ 
comb at the Women’s Baptist Foreign 
Missionary convention in Syracuse the 
other day: 


When I went through Bombay over 
half the population had locked their 
doors and fled,and the desolation alone 
of the streets was terrible. The plague 
which raged in India is supposed to 
be that which attacked the Philistines 
of old, and shows many symptoms of 
that dread disease. 
The natives have 
a dread of'thfe foreign hospitals, and 
believe that thoy are oarried to them 
in order that their livers may bo ex­ 
tracted, to be used in some foreign 
medicine. 


I was told not long ago by a woman 
that she was sure the terrible pictures 
which had appeared of the Indian 
famine were not true to life. 
Suffer­ 
ing by famine cannot be exaggerated. 
The horrible picture of skeletons of 
children lying along the roadside, de­ 
serted by parents who crawled on per­ 
haps only a few yards before they, too, 
were overtaken by death—this even 
the camera cannot do justice. 


You wonder why India, with its fer­ 
tile soil and under British rule, should 
come to this condition. 
In the first 
place the people wTork one day and 
rest three. 
They do not prepare for 
the future. 
In the second place, we 
must remember that the crops are en­ 
tirely dependent upon the rainfall. 
Should the rain* fall once it places 
them in bad condition. 
Should it fall 
a third time famine is inevitable. 
The 
government relief work reaches some, 
but cannot reach all. The native mer­ 
chants, too, are a set of rascals. 
If 
a scarcity of food is hinted at they 
go out to the fields and buy at mod­ 
erate prices from the unsuspecting 
farmers what they later refuse to sell 
except for fabulous prices. 
The mis­ 
sionaries themselves often buy what 
they cun at such times to sell at low 
prices or give away later, as the case 
may demand. 


After six years spent in India, in 
which time I have made a study par­ 
ticularly of the women, I cannot bring 
to you the brightness I would desire. 
The idol worship and the hundreds 
of dancing girls plunged into degra­ 
dation from which there is no escape 
form a sorrowful picture. 
If the 
young women of this country are 
thankful for nothing else, they may 
be thankful that they are born in a 
Christian laud, where they can enjoy 
a happy girlhood. 
The girls there are 
generally married at ten, almost never 
later than twelve years of age. 
One 
of the most pitiable sights is the child 
widow, who is supposed to have com­ 
mitted some great sin in a previous 
state of existence, which she must 
suffer for hefeafter. 
The more she 
suffers here the less there is to come, 
so that the hard labor, insults and 
degradation she endures are almost 
unlimited. 
There is no possible es­ 
cape for her to anythiug happier or 
better. 
The pariahs are another set 
of unfortunate women, who labor from 
early morning until late at night to 
provide for the family and buy their 
hu&bands opium.—New York Tribune.

The mineral production in German) 
reached a total in 1897 of$200,000,000. 
In some important materials Germany 
stands very high as a producer, rank­ 
ing next after the United States and 
'Great Britain in iron ore, iron and 
coal. 
In the output of the salt works 
aud chemical works the Germans also 
hold a high place, since there, as in 
other trades, German industry and 
scientific research are applied 
thoroughly to improvements in 
cesses and the 
utilization of 
products. 


The average prices given show some 
differences from our own in a direction 
we should hardly expect-. Coal is much 
higher 
than the 
average of our 
bituminous coal, though the brown 
coal brings a low price; the latter, 
however, is an inferior fuel, and its 
use is restricted. 
Pig iron averages 
nearly one-half 
more thau in the 
United States. 
A study of thesa 
prices will show thatthe suj^posed ad­ 
vantage of lower wages in Germany 
disappears when submitted to careful 
examination. 
It is more an offset by 
our improved machinery and processes 
and the greater efficiency of our labor. 
—Engineering and Mining Journal.

HIS MOTHER'S TEXT. 


The Commander of the Iowa Showed 


HU Belligerency the »'lr»t Way He En- 
tered the Naval Academy and Then mud 
There They «*ve Him HU Nickname. 
Many reasons have been given for 


the "Fighting Bob" sobriquet of Kbb- 
ley D. Evans, commander of the bat- 
tleship Iowa. 
It is generally sup- 


posed that this title dates back to the 
days of the civil war. Persons, how- 
ever, who knew "Fighting BoV'in his 
boyhood days, say he gained his title 
when, as a cadet at Annapolis, he de- 
fied the entire staff of Academy offi- 
cials, as well as the war department, 
on the subject of a Bible text. 


In the old days at Annapolis a rule 


•was promulgated that no cadet should 
hang pictures or ornaments on the 
walls of his room. 
The rule worked beautifullv until 


one day there arrived at the Academy 
a youth from Virginia with a square 
jaw and the name of Robley D. Evans. 
After passing through the usual for- 
malities a room was assigned to him, 
and one of the porters carried his 
trunk upstairs. 
About the first two 


things which Robley D. Evans ex- 
tracted from that trunk were a brass- 
headed nail and a large neatly framed 
Bible text. 
Taking the nail, and a 


convenient shoe, Cadet Evans stood 
on his bed and proceeded to carefully 
drive the brass-headed nail into the 
sacred walls of the Annapolis Naval 
Academy. 
He then hung the framed 


text on the nail and stood back, with 
his head on one side, to see if the text 
was hung up straight. 


At this moment one of the officers, 


who had heard the pounding on the 
wall, entered the room, and, on seeing 
the text suffered a shock that almost 
rendered him speechless. 
Finally he 


managed to gasp an indignant order 
to tne new cadet to "Take that thing 
down." 
"What thing?" demanded Evans, 


with his hands in his pockets, and his 
chin advanced. 
"That — that picture thing," splut- 


tered the officer. 
"'Tisn't a picture," said Evans, 


convincingly. 
"Take it down!" roared the officer. 
"Go to thunder!" retorted Evans. 
The young official looked at the 


stockily built figure of the champion 
of the text and decided that dignity 
might be compromised if he tried to 
personally enforce his command. So 
he reported the matter to the officer 
of the day. The officer of the day 
called Evans before him, explained 
thai: -orders' at Annapolis must be 
obeyed, and directed the new cadet 
to return to his room and at once 
take down the text. Evans politely, 
but firmly, said that his mother had 
given him the text and asked him to 
hang it up. He said that he had hung 
the text up, and he intended to have it 
remain there as long as he was a pupil 
at the Academy. 


The officer of the day referred it 


to 
the 
commandant. 
The com- 


mandant referred it to the navy 
department, 
and an assistant to 


the assistant secretary of the navy 
wrote to. Evans, commanding him to 
at once obey the rules of the institu- 
tion and remove the text. 
In due 


course of time back came a letter from 
the commandant, saying that the text 
still hung high, and that Cadet Evans 
"stood pat." 
Other officials issued 


orders with no better success, and 
finally the secretary of the navy him- 
self ordered that the text be removed. 


While all these things were going on, 


Evans had written to Ms father and 
acquainted him with the circumstances 
surrounding the hanging-np of the 
text. Evans's father, a staunch church- 
man, told his son to stand by his guns 
— or, rather, liis text — and added the 
advice that, if his son was compelled 
to take down the text, he should im- 
mediately pack his trunk and come 
home. In the midst of his indigna- 
tions Mr. Evans, Sr., told the church 
people about it. 


That settled it 
The leaders of the 


church communicated with congress- 
men. The congressmen asked ques- 
tions in the House of Representatives, 
and indignant letters by the bushel 
drifted down upon the secretary of the 
navy. Finally the whole church took 
up the matter of Bob Evans's text, 
and Virginia rang with the argument. 


Then it was that the secretary of the 


nary, who -was an astute man, decided 
that the best thing for them to do 
would be to give an official wink. 


Accordingly he winked, and that 


wink passed clear down the line of 
officialdom, until it reached Evans 
himself, who cheerfully looked at his 
text and also winked. 
Robley D. 


Evans has been graduated these many 
years, bnt it is said that as long as he 
remained at Annapolis the text hung 
oVer the head of his bed, and that, be- 
cause of his bulldog determination to 
stand by his principles, his fellow ca- 
dets gave him the nickname of "Fight- 
ing Bob."

AN AMATEUR PIRATE.

Early in the eighteenth centurj 


there lived at Bridgetown, in the island 
of Barbados, a very pleasant, middle- 
aged gentleman named Major Stede 
Bonnet. 
He was a man in comfort- 


able circumstances and had been an 
officer in the British army. 
He had 


retired from military service, and had 
bought an estate at Bridgetown, where 
he lived in comfort and was respected 
by his neighbors. 


But for some reason or other this 


quiet and reputable gentleman got it 
into his head that he should like to be 
a pirate. But besides the general 
reasons why Major Bonnet should not 
become a pirate, and which applied to 
all men as well as to himself, there 
was a special reason against his adop- 
tion ot the profession of a searobber— 
he was an out-and-out landsman and 
knew nothing whatever of nautical mat- 
ters.

A 250-pound torpedo 
loaded with gun cotton and exploded 
by clockwork, is the chief power of 
destruction. 
Submerged, 
it passes 
below all torpedo netting. 
A cable 
from the land regulates its movements 
aud its speed, and returns it to land if 
not successful.

It can no longer be said that Great \ 


Britain is unprotected. The coast de- 
fences were never more complete or 
efficient. 
Bight around our shores 


stretch these many defences, not iso- 
lated and therefore of little account, 
but forming a linked protection, with 
the telegraph or telephone at hand to 
respond at naval headquarters to the 
slightest -warning, and from Whitehall 
there branch off private wires to the 
great arsenals of Portsmouth, Devon- 
port, Chatham and Sheerness. 


A few words from any point on the 


coast, be it an isolated coastguard sta- 
tion or a lonely gnardship, may in an 
hour or two have led to orders of na- 
tional import being flashed over sleep- 
ing towns and villages to the naval 
commanders-iu-chief at the coast, and 
before the outside world knows of im- 
pending danger all the machinery of 
defence will be in readiness for any 
emergency. That this is no exaggera- 
tion those may judge who remember 
the hasty commissioning of the parti- 
cular service squadron in January, 
1896, when the German Emperor's ill- 
jndged telegram to President Krnger 
set England ablaze with anger.

Iu our up-to-date hospitals we have 
everything in the way of appliances 
and instruments, anil a nurse, with 
these always at her hand, learns to de- 
pend on them and consequently would 
find it hard to use the meagre appli- 
ances at hand on a battlefield.

isn't so much special training that a 
woman needs as quick-witteduess and 
adaptability. 


"It is amusing to hear what the av- 


erage woman thinks the nurse actually 
does in the field. To hear her talk, 
one would think that the nurses went 
to the front of the line and set them- 
selves up as targets for the enemy. As 
a cold matter of fact, female nurses 
are not allowed on the field even im- 
mediately after a battle except in rare 
cases, much less while it is being 
fought. The nurses are generally sta- 
tioned well in the background. 
The 


wounded, as fast as they fall, are, if 
possible,carried to the rear, where the 
hospital flag, that sacred yellow em- 
blem, is run up. There they are safe 
from the enemy's shots. The enemy 
always respects the hospital flag. It 
is a violation of the articles of war to 
fire upon it; it is more,it is a cowardly 
act, for that would be fighting the help- 
less. 


"Everything is in great confusion 


immediately 
after 
a battle. 
The 


wounded are looked after before any- 
thing else is done. 
Humanity and 


necessity both demand that this should 
be so. 
Of course, no one can tell how 


things will be in the war, but in the 
civil war there was not a great deal of 
work for the female nurse immediately 
after a battle. Nurses are more skilled 
today, better fitted to assist surgeons 
and physicians, and they may have 
plenty to do -while a battle is in pro- 
gress or as soon as it is ended, for all 
we know.

in London. 


It can no longer be said that Great 
Britain is unprotected. 
The coast de­ 
fences were never more complete or 
efficient. 
Bight around our shores 
stretch these many defences, not iso« 
lated and therefore of little account, 
but forming a linked protection, with 
the telegraph or telephone at hand to 
respond at naval headquarters to the 
slightest warning, and from Whitehall 
there branch off private wires to the 
groat arsenals of Portsmouth, Devon- 
port, Chatham and Sheerness. 


A few' words from auy point on tho 
coast, be it an isolated coastguard sta­ 
tion or a lonely guardship, may in an 
hour or two have led to orders of na­ 
tional import being flashed over sleep­ 
ing towns and villages to the naval 
commanders-in-chief at the coast, and 
before the outside world knowrs of im­ 
pending danger all the machinery of 
defence will be in readiness for any 
emergency. That this is no exaggera­ 
tion those may judge who remember 
the hasty commissioning of the parti­ 
cular service squadron in January, 
18U(3, w’hen the German Emperor’s ill- 
judged telegram to President ICruger 
set England ablaze with anger. 


Before even the Times announced 
the decision of the government to form 
this new squadron, “ to do anything 
and go anywhere,” as Mr.Goschen ex­ 
plained, the telegraph instruments at 
Whitehall had been vigorously tick­ 
ing, aud, unknowrn to the public, 
the admirals at Chatham, Portsmouth 
aud Devonport had had their orders. 
By the time the world was awake the 
preparations for commissioning the 
ships had commenced, and in a few 
days a squadron of powerful modern 
vessels was fitted out and ready for

always respects the hospital flag. 
It 
is a violation of the articles of war to 
fire upon it; it is more,it is a cowardly 
act, for that would be fighting the help­ 
less. 


“ Everything is in great confusion 
immediately after 
a battle. 
The 
wounded are looked after before any­ 
thing else is done. 
Humanity and 
necessity both demand that this should 
be so. 
Of course,no one can tell how 
things will be in the war, but in the 
civil w?ar there was not a great deal of 
work for the female nurse immediately 
after a battle. Nurses are more skilled 
today, better fitted to assist surgeons 
and physicians, and they may have 
plenty to do while a battle is in pro­ 
gress or as soon as it is ended, for all 
we know. 
But formerly their work 
came after tho patient had been re­ 
moved to a hospital. 
Oh, I ’ve seen 
many a woman go into the army a 
nurse and come out an angel! 


“ During the late war the nurses 
were supplied by the Sanitary com­ 
mission. 
Hundreds of Sisters of 
Charity volunteered and they made 
the most excellent nurses that we had. 
That was natural, because they were 
trained to discipline, to respect au­ 
thority, not to question the reasons or 
orders, aud they were inured to hard­ 
ship and privation. 
It is all foolish­ 
n e s s for a girl or a woman to think 
that she can jump out of a fashionable 
life and go to nursing. 
We might as 
well take a raw recruit and say, ‘Heie, 
we’ll make a veteran of you at once.’ 
Trained nurses have lessened morality 
almost beyond belief in civil and mili­ 
tary hospitals. 
Too much cannot be 
said for the trained nurse and too 
much importance cannot be attached 
to securing properly trained nurses to 
go into the field in this war, if the 
need comes for them. Florence Night­ 
ingale formed this work aud she de­ 
monstrated forever woman’s fitness to 
care for the soldier. 


“ The greatest danger of the work 


Jies not in bullets, but in disease. 
A 


great many nurses were carried off by 
disease daring the civit war, but, as a 
v 


rule, they stood the tax remarkably 
well physically. When a female nurse 
first entered the army for two or tlire# 
days she was almost dazed. 
Every­ 
thing was so new to her that she was 
tired out and homesick, but she soon 
warmed to her w ork, just as a naturally 
not over brave soldier often warms up 
to fierce fighting. 
Then she accom­ 
plished an immense amount of work, 
often going without food, sleep, or 
rest of any kind for long periods. 
These women became hardened to ser­ 
vice just as the men did. 


“ Nothing gives a doctor so much 
confidence as to see tho wfhito cap aud 
apron of a trained ntirso at the bed­ 
side, but there is nothing worse than 
this sickly sentiment about military 
nursing. 
Many a girl thinks that it 
would be such a nice thing to wear 
the Red Cross uniform and to lounge 
around a military hospital. 
Army 
nursing isn’t all smoothing a wounded 
man’s brow, taking him flowers and 
reading to him,and the quicker people 
who think that it is learn how the 
soldiers despise this sort of thing the 
better it will be for all concerned. 
The quiet, dignified, distaut woman is 
tho one who succeeds and does the 
most good in the field. 
It takes a 
great deal of bravery and devotiou 
to duty for a woman to leave her home 
aud friends and go to the front iu. 
time of war. 
She has to suffer much 
from hardships and homesickness.”—

Marble Ponds of Persia. 


That beautiful transparent stone 


called Tabriz marble, much used In the 
burial places of Persia and In their 
grandest edifices, consists of petrified 
water of ponds in certain parts of tha 
country. This petrifaction may be 
traced from its commencement to Its 
termination; in one part the water Is 
clear, in a second it appears thicker and 
stagnant, in a third quite black, and it 
Its last etage it is white like frost 
When the operation is complete a ston« 
thrown on Its surface makes no Impres 
6ion, and one may walk over It witnonl 
wetting one's shoes. The substance 
thus produced is brittle and transpar- 
ent, and sometimes richly striped wltl 
red, green and copper color. So much 
is this marble, which may be cut into 
large slabs, looked upon as a luxury: 
that none but the king, his sons and 
persons especially privileged are per 
jnltted to take it.

Veal Croquettes. 


Small scraps of cooked veal may bo 
easily used in croquettes. 
If there is 
only a cup of cold veal add a cup of 
vice and put in a quarter of a cup of 
mushrooms. 
Where there is abun­ 
dance of meat use only a quarter of 
a* cup of rice and a cup and three- 
quarters of minced meat. 
In place 
of the mushrooms half 
a cup of 
minced and cooked sweetbreads or of 
calf s brains can be used. 
Add sea­ 
soning of three or four drops of onion 
juice, a sprig of minced parsley, a 
spray of celery and one of thyme. 
Moisten the mixture with three-quar­ 
ters of a cup of white stock, which 
should be jellied, if it can be ob­ 
tained. 
Add a saltspoonful of salt 
and a few shakes of a caster of white 
pepper. 
Finally stir one egg yolk in 
the mixture and cook it in a frying- 
pan for two or three minutes. 
Pour 
the croquette mixture out on a platter, 
and when it is cold form it into cro­ 
quettes. 
Dip it in the beaten yolk of 
an egg mixed with two tablespoonfuls 
of milk. 
Koll the croquettes in sift­ 
ed breadcrumbs and fry them in boil­ 
ing hot fat until they are a delicate 
brown. 
It should take about two 
minutes.

Chop a small onion, two crisp, 
white stalks of celery, and a good- 
sized sprig of parsley, fine. 
Put into 
a small saucepan with half a cup of 
water, and one teaspoonful of butter 
and let it simmer awhile. 


Put a tablespoonful of butter in % 
fryingpan, and when it browns put in 
the chicken (which should be cooked 
as for an ordinary pie), and when well 
browned on both sides, pour in the 
contents of the saucepan and shako 
until well mixed. 
Add a pint of the 
broth in which the chicken was boiled- 
and cover closely, letting it simmer 
for fifteen minutes. 


Drain the chicken and put it into 
the crust. Slice four hard-boiled eggs 
and put in layers over the chicken 
with bits of butter; a heaping tea­ 
spoonful, cut fihe, is sufficient 011 each 
layer. 
Two is enough, making three 
with the chicken. 


When all is ready for the top crust, 
stir a little thickening into the gravy 
which has been kept hot, 
A table- 
spoonful of flour mixed to a smooth 
paste with cold water or milk, is 
enough, and when it boils up remove 
from fire. 
Add a bit of cayenne pep­ 
per, or black, and salt to make it well 
seasoned. 
Put on the top crust, hav­ 
ing two or three slits across the top, 
and bake.

The basis for these negotiations 
naturally could not be very broad In 
view of the injunction the president 
laid upon General Shatter to accept 
nothing less than unconditional sur- 
render, but it is supposed that time may 
be consumed through the indulgence of 
General Shafter in allowing the Span- 
ish commander to communicate by 
cable with Captain General Blanco in 
the effort to obtain his assent to the 
surrender. General Toral undoubtedly 
has before his eyes the vindicative 
abuse heaped upon the unfortunate 
Naval Commander Cervera for sur- 
rendering at all, so that he probably 
will be bound by the direction of Blanco 
in his own case.

entry into the town. Still, should this 
be the case, it may be fairly claimed 
that the prime object of the movement 
on Santiago, namely, the destruction of 
the Spanish squadron having been 
achieved the campaign as a whole has 
been successful. 


General Miles' report indicated that 


he had found unexpected physical dif- 
ficulties to contend with and he is ap- 
parently greatly pleased with the pro- 
gress made by the army under the con- 
ditions prevailing. He has not assumed 
command, as is evidenced by his mes- 
sage. 


Miles' report was as follows: "Arriv- 


ed at noon. Had consultation with Ad- 
miral Sampson and with General Shaf- 
ter by telephone. Troops brought from 
Tampa, Charleston and New York ar- 
rived and leaving for the front. Line 
of investment being extended. Miles." 


The most important result of the 


cabinet deliberations was the order to 
remove the mines which guard all the 
coast ports. Many military men were 
opposed to yielding to the pressure of 
the commercial interests and some of 
them are predicting that not a few of 
the communities which have been so 
earnest in the*ir demand for the re- 
moval of the mines will be frantically 
clamoring for protection at the very 
first rumor of the presence of a hostile 
gunboat or cruiser off their coast. 


Before the war begun our govern- 


ment accumulated a stock of coal at 
St. Thomas, West Indies. Most of it 
was ashore, but 1,000 tons were on a 
schoner lying in the harbor. Twice 
since war broke out the United States 
has availed of this coal, once to sup- 
ply the Minneapolis and once the Mont- 
gomery, but as each was bound for the 
nearest home port and took only 
enough coal to carry them there it was 
fairly assumed there had been no 
breach of neutrality. However, it ap-

W ashington, July 13.—The impression 
prevailed in official circle» at the close 
of public business yesterday th a t the 
flag of truce was »till ilytaK and th a t 
negotiations continued looking to a su r­ 
render.

It Is not generally known that in re­ 
sponse to the manly and pathetic re­ 
port by cable to IManco announcing the 
loss of his squadron, Cervera received 
a most harsh and unsym pathetic reply, 
but such is the case. Blanco’s purpose 
In this m ay have been to dissolve other 
Spanish commanders, m ilitary and n a ­ 
val, from surrendering under any con­ 
ditions, and in the case of Toral, it ap­ 
pears that he has m ade a strong im ­ 
pression. Nevertheless confidence waxes 
in the speedy fall of Santiago, though 
m an y officers fear th a t the nest will 
be found em pty and the birds flown 
when the American troops make their 
entry into the town.

place the people work one day and 
rest three. 
They do not prepare for 
the future. 
In the second place, we 
must remember that the crops are en- 
tirely dependent upon 
the 
rainfall. 
Should the rain' fall once it places 
them in bad condition. 
Should it fall 
a third time famine is inevitable. 
The 
government relief work reaches some, 
but cannot reach all. 
The native mer- 
chants, 
too, are a set of rascals. 
I f 
a scarcity of food is hinted at they 
go out to the fields and bny at mod- 
erate prices 
from the 
unsuspecting 
farmers what they later refuse to sell 
except for fabulous prices. 
The mis- 
sionaries themselves often buy what 
they can at such times to sell at low 
prices or give away later, as the case 
may demand. 


After six years spent in India, in 
which time I have made a study par- 
ticularly of the women, I cannot bring 
to you the brightness I would desire. 
The idol worship and the hundreds 
of dancing girls plunged into degra- 
dation from which there is no escape 
form 
a 
sorrowful 
picture. 
I f 
the 
young 
women 
of this 
country 
are 
thankful for nothing else, they may 
be thankful that they are born in a 
Christian laud, where they can enjoy 
a happy girlhood. 
The girls there are 
generally married at ten, almost never 
later than twelve years of age. 
One 
of the most pitiable sights is the child 
widow, who is supposed to have com- 
mitted some great sin in a previous 
state 
of existence, which she must 
suffer for 
hefeafter. 
The more she 
suffers here the less there is to come, 
so that the hard labor, insults and 
degradation she endures are almost 
unlimited. 
There is no possible es- 
cape for her to anything happier or 
better. 
The pariahs are another set 
of unfortunate women, who labor from 
early morning until late at night to 
provide for the family and buy 
their 
husbands opium.—New York Tribune.

EARNED HIS SOBRIQUET. 


VICHTINC BOB" EVANS STOOD BY 
HIS MOTHER'S TEXT.

The Commnnder of the Iowa ShoAfeil 
Hti UeUtfcoroncy the First l>«y He En- 
tered the Naval Academy and Then and 
There They Gave Him His Nickname. 


Many reasons have been given for 
the 'Tigbting Bob" sobriquet of Kob- 
ley D. Evans, commander of the bat- 
tleship Iowa. 
It is generally sup- 
posed that this title dates back to the 
days of the civil war. 
Persons, how- 
ever, who knew ^'Fighting Bobbin his 
boyhood days, say he gained his title 
when, as a cadet at Annapolis, he de- 
fied the entire staff of Academy offi- 
cials, as well as the war department, 
on the subject of a Bible text. 


In the old days at Annapolis a ntle 
was promulgated that no cadet should 
hang pictures or ornaments oil the 
walls of his room. 


The rule worked beautifully until 
one day there arrived at the Academy 
a youth from Virginia with a square 
jaw and the name of Robley D. Evans. 
After passing through the usual for- 
malities a room was assigned to him, 
and one of the porters carried his 
trunk upstairs. 
About the first two 
things which Robley D. Evans ex- 
tracted from that trunk vrere a brass- 
heatled nail and a large neatly framed 
Bible text. 
Taking the nail, and a 
convenient shoe, Cadet Evans stood 
on his bed and proceeded to carefully 
drive the brass-headed nail into the 
sacred walls of the Annapolis Naval 
Academy. 
He then hung the framed 
text on the nail and stood back, with 
his head on one side, to see if the text 
was hung up straight. 


At this moment one of the officers, 
who had heard the pounding on the 
wall, entered the room, and,on seeing 
the text suffered a shock that almost 
rendered him speechless. 
Finally he 
managed to gasp an indignant order 
to tiie new cadet to '*Tako that thing 
down." 


''What thing?" demanded Evans, 
with his hands in hisjjockets, and his 
chin advanced. 


'^That—that picture thing," splut- 
tered tbe officer. 


'*'Tisn't a picture," said Evans, 
convincingly. 


"Take it down!" roared the officer. 
"Go to thunder!" retorted Evans. 
The young official looked at the 
stockily built figure of the champion 
of the text and decided that dignity 
might be compromised if he tried to 
personally enforce his command. 
So 
he reported the matter to the officer 
of the day. 
The officer of the day 
called Evans before him, 
explained 
that orders^ at Annapolis must 
be 
obeyed, and directed the new cadet 
to return to his room and at once 
take down the text. 
Evans politely, 
but firmly, said that his mother had 
given him the text and asked him to 
hang it up. 
He said that he had hung 
the text up, and he intended to have it 
remain there as long as he was a pupil 
at the Academy. 


The officer "of the day referred 
it 
to 
the 
commandant. 
The 
com- 
mandant referred it 
to 
the 
navy 
deijartment, 
and 
an 
assistant 
to 
the assistant secretary of 
the 
navy 
•wrote to. Evans, commanding him to 
at once obey the rules of the institu- 
tion and remove the text. 
In due 
course of time back came aletter from 
the commandant, saying that the text 
Btill hung high, and that Cadet Evans 
"stood pat." 
Other officials issued 
orders with no better success, 
and 
finally the secretary of the navy him- 
self ordered that the text be removed. 


While all these things were Roing on, 
Evans had written to his father and 
acquainted him with the circumstances 
surrounding the hanging-up of the 
text. Evans's father, a staunch church- 
man, told his son to stand by his guns 
—or, rather, his text—and added the 
advice that, if his son was compelled 
to take down the text, he should im- 
mediately pack hiß trunk and come 
home. 
In the midst of his indigna- 
tions Mr, Evans, gr., told the church 
people about it. 


That settled it. 
The leaders of the 
church communicated with congress- 
men. 
The congressmen asked ques- 
tions in the House of Representatives, 
and indignant letters by the bushel 
drifted down upon the secretary of the 
navy. 
Finally the whole church took 
up the matter of Bob Evans's text, 
and Virginia rang with the argument. 
Then it was that the secretary of the 
navy, who was an astute man, decided 
that the best thing for them to do 
would be to give an official wink. 


Accordingly he winked, 
and that 
wink passed clear down the line of 
officialdom, until it reached Evans 
himself, who cheerfully looked at his 
text and also winked. 
Robley D, 
Evans has been graduated these many 
years, but it is said that as long as he 
remained at Annapolis the text hung 
over the head of his bed, and that, be- 
cause of his bulldog determination to 
stand by his principles, his fellow ca- 
dets gave him the nickname of "Fight- 
ing Bob."

AN AMATEUR 
PIRATE, 


HU 0<1d Kennon for Adoprttis the Vroim» 
iion of A Searobber, 


Early in the eighteenth 
century 
there lived at Bridgetown,in theisland 
of Barbados, a very pleasant, middle- 
aRed gentleman named Major Htede 
Bonnet. 
He was a man 
in comfort- 
able circumstances aud had been 
an 
officer in the British army. 
He 
had 
retired from military service, and had 
bought an estate at Bridgetown, where 
he lived in comfort and was resi^ected 
by his neighbors. 


But for some reason or other 
this 
quiet and reputable gentleman got 
it 
into his head that he should like to be 
a pirate. 
But 
besides the 
general 
reasons why Major Bonnet should not 
become a pirate, and which applied to 
all men as well as to himself, 
there 
was a special reason against his adop- 
tion ot the profession of a searobber— 
he was an out-and-out landsman and 
knew nothing whatever of nautical mat- 
ters. 
He was fond ot history and was 
well read in the literature of the day. 
He was accustomed to the habits 
of 
good society and knew 
a good 
deal 
about farming and horses 
and 
cows 
and poultry. 


But notwithstanding 
his 
absolute 
unfitness for such a life, Major 
Bon- 
net was determined to become a pirate 
and he became one. 
He had 
money 
enough to buy a ship and to 
fit 
her 
out and man her, and this he quietly 
did at Bridgetown, nobody supposing 
that he was going 
to do 
anything 
more than start off on some 
commer- 
cial cruise. 
When 
everything 
was 
ready his vessel slipped 
out of 
the 
harbor one night and after he 
was 
sailing safely on the rolling 
sea 
he 
stood upon the quarter-deck and pro- 
claimed himself a pirate. 
He ran up 
the black flag, girded on a great cut- 
lass, and folding his arms he ordered 
his mate to steer the vessel 
to 
the 
coast of Virginia, 
• 


Bonnet's men were i')racticed 
sea- 
men, and so when this "green hand" 
came into the waters of 
Virginia 
he 
actually took two or three vessels aud 
robbed them of their cargoes, burning 
the shijjs and sending 
the 
crews 
ashore. 


This had grown to be a common 
custom among the pirates, who though 
cruel aud hard-hearted, had not 
the 
inducements of the old buccaneers to 
torture and murder the crews of 
the 
vessels which they captured. 
It was 
called "marooning" and wa,s some- 
what 
less heartless 
than the 
old 
methods. 


As Bonnet wished to adopt the cus- 
toms of the society in which he placed 
himself, when he found himself 
too 
far from laud to put the captured crew 
ou shore he did not hesitate to make 
them walk the plank, a favorite device 
of ¡iirates whenever they had no con- 
venient way of disi^osing of their pris- 
oners. 


In one branch of his new profession 
Bonnet rapidly advanced. 
He 
soon 
became a greedy robber and. a 
cruel 
conqueror. 
He captured 
merchant 
vessels all along the coast as far north 
as New England.—F, R. Stockton in 
St. Nicholas, 


In tho Cliilkoot Pass. 


General Western Passenger Agent 
R. C, Stevens of the Great Northern 
railway has returned to the city after 
a two weeks' tri^D to the coast towns 
of Alaska.

were many

trail in 
every im- 
aginable kind of 
clothing except that 
of women. 
There were between three 
and four thousand 
packers 
on the 
trail, an endless procession from day- 
light till dark, M'inding its way among 
the hills like a black snake up the in- 
clines and out of sight. 
At one stage 
iu the route for packers a return to 
the bottom was made by leaving the 
trail a few feet. 
Then 
the packers 
would fold their 
coats, 
sit down on 
them, and toboggan down to the start- 
ing place, tho return being made like 
a flash of lightning. 
Occasionally 
there will be a tired horse in the lin« 
that will stop a moment to regain his 
Avind, 
When this happens the entire 
procession comes to a standstill, and 
everybody following the tired horse 
keeps the air warm with jn'ofanity. 
The line of inarch is again taken up, 
and the horses, dogs, oxen, cows,men 
and women continue the interesting 
panorama toward th» summit and the 
land of gold. 
All along the way are 
restaurants, 
which are liberally pat- 
ronized, most people preferring to pay 
the ijrices rather than break their own

A few Avords from auy point ou tho 
coast, be it an isolated coastguard sta- 
tion or a lonely guardship, may in au 
hour or tAVo have led to orders of na- 
tional import being flashed over sleep- 
ing toAvns and villages to the naval 
commnnders-in-chief at the coast, and 
before the outside Avorld knoAvs of im- 
pending danger all tho machinery of 
defence Avill be in readiness for any 
emergency. 
That this is no exaggera- 
tion those may judge 
Avho remember 
the hasty commissioning of the parti- 
cular service squadron iu 
January, 
ItíUü, Avhen the German Emperor's ill- 
judged telegram to President 
Kruger 
sot England ablaze Avith anger. 


Before even the Times announced 
the decision of the government to form 
this new squadron, "to do anything 
and go anywhere," as Mr.Goschen ex- 
plained, the telegraph instruments 
at 
Whitehall had been vigorously 
tick- 
ing, 
aud, 
unknoAvn 
to 
the ¡^^hlic, 
the admirals at Chatham, Portsmouth 
and Devonport had had their orders. 
By the time tho Avorld Avas aAvake the 
preparations 
for commissioning 
the 
shi^js had commenced, and in a feAv

after a battle. Nurses are more skilled 
today, better fitted to assist surgeons 
and physicians, 
and 
they may have 
plenty to do while a battle is in pro- 
gress or as soon as it is ended, for all 
Avo know. 
But formerly their Avork 
came after tho 
patient 
had been re- 
moviid to a hospital. 
Oh, 
I'A'O seen 
many a 
woman 
go into the army a 
nurse aud come out an angel! 


"During 
the 
late 
Avar the nurses 
Avere supplied by 
the Hanitary com- 
mission. 
Hundreds 
of 
Bisters 
of 
Charity 
volunteered 
and they made 
the most excellent nurses that we had. 
That Avas natural, 
because they Avore 
trained to 
discipline, 
to respect au- 
thority, not to question the reasons or 
orders, and they Avere inured to hard- 
ship and privation. 
It is all foolish- 
ness for a girl 
or 
a Avoman to think 
that she can jump out of a fashionable 
life and go to nursing. 
We might as 
Avell take a raAv recruit and say, 'Heie, 
we'll make a veteran of you at once.' 
Trained nurses have lessened morality 
almost beyond belief in civil and mili- 
tary hospitals. 
Too much cannot be

trained nurse and too

. 'A Washington corroRpondent rop^orts* 
Ihe findings of the government bureau 
of entomoloicy in the matter of the 
house fly. Tlie ily Is an enormously re- 
productive creature, 
and, 
if 
a 
fair 
chance is given to It, can supply any de- 
mand in a very short time. Practically 
all flies are bred in stables. The oggs do 
best in horse droppings. They are eas- 
ily killed by chloride of lime or kero- 
liene; and as the now flies make for 
water as soon as hatched, a dish of i>oi- 
eonc^ water in a stable is effective In 
reducing their numbers. 
The way to 
keep a stable dear of flies Is to spray 
all fresh manure with kerosene. 
The 
most hopeful token of the abatement of 
fllea in cities, however, is to be found in 
the substitute of electrlcty for horses, 
but that is still so far off that there Is 
every prospect that the fly question wil] 
be actively discussed long after 
the 
Cuban question Is 
fiettled.—Harper's 
Weekly.

Take a smooth^ medium-sized pota- 
to, wash and cut the small end partly 
oQ; leaving just enough attached to 
form a little hinge, scoop out part of 
the raw potato aud fill with beef or 
mutton that has been prepared by re- 
moving all gristle and fat, chopped 
very fine and seasoned. 
When tilled 
tie the potato cover on and bake until 
tender.

omall scraps of cooked veal may be 
easily used in croquettes. 
If there is 
only a cup of cold veal add a cup of 
rice and put in a quarter of a cup of 
mushrooms. 
Where 
there is abun- 
dnvce of meat use 
only a quarter of 
a' cup of rice and a cup and three- 
quarters of minced meat. 
In place 
of^ the 
mushrooms 
half 
a cup 
of 
minced aud cooked sweetbreads or of 
calf's brains can be used. 
Add sea- 
soning of three or four drops of onion 
jnice, a sprig of minced parsley, 
a 
spray of celery and one of 
thyme. 
Moisten the mixture with three-quar- 
ters of a cup of Avhite stock, which 
should be jellied, if it can be ob- 
tained. 
Add a saltspoonful of salt 
and a few shakes of a caster of white 
pepper. 
Finally stir one egg yolk in 
the mixture and cook it in a i'rying- 
pan for two or three minutes. 
Pour 
the croquette mixture out on a platter, 
and when it is cold form it into cro- 
quettes. 
Dip it in the beaten yolk of 
an egg mixed with two tableapoonfuls 
of milk. 
Koll the croquettes in sift- 
ed breadcrumbs and fry them in boil- 
ing hot fat until they are a delicate 
brown.
